Farmers in the Vulcan-Nobleford Contracts 
area have evinced considerable in¬ 
terest in the new All-risk Crop In¬ 
surance Plan, introduced in Alberta 
this year for the first time. 

About 125 farmers attended a 
meeting in Vulcan the afternoon 
of February 5 to hear talks by of¬ 
ficials of the Alberta Crop Insur¬ 
ance Corporation, while similar 
meetings at Barons and Champion 
the previous day drew 80 and 95 
farmers respectively. 

'The Vulcan-Nobleford test area 
is comprised of 28 townships. 

Agents of the Crop Insurance Cor¬ 
poration for the area have been 
appointed as follows: Vulcan, 

Charles E. Fulton; Champion, 

Arthur W. Ulrich; Barons, Glen 
Gibb. These agents will visit all 
farmers in their districts to explain 
the crop insurance plan in detail 
and accept applications. 

Main speakers at the meetings 
were J. M. McKay, chairman of (he 
Corporation, and Ed Patching, 
manager. In explaining the all¬ 
risk crop insurance plan, the 
speakers covered the folowing main 
points: 

—The new crop insurance plan was 
a natural outgrowth of dissatisfac¬ 
tion with the PFA program. PFA 
was intended as a relief program, 
not insurance coverage. 

—Although new in Alberta, all-risk 
crop insurance is operating satis¬ 
factorily in Saskatchewan, Mani-

|,rs Class "A” coverage is based on 
the value of a 60 per cent crop of 
the 30-year average in each dis¬ 
trict; Class "B" is based on the 
value of a 45 per cent crop.

In the widespread discussions about pensions it 
is taken for granted that 65 is the proper and desir¬ 
able age for retirement. But it may be that a good 
many 65-year-olds disagree. 

A survey made by the provincial government, 
perhaps the first of its type in Canada, shows that 
most of Ontario’s older civil servants think that 65 
is too young to retire. Of those approaching that 
age, the mandatory retirement age for Ontario 
government employees, nearly 75 per cent would pre¬ 
fer to continue working full-time or part-time, and 11 
per cent dread retirement as the worst thing that 
could happen to them. 

More than half of the civil servants in the 55- 
65 years age group who were questioned thought re¬ 
tirement should be dealt with bn an individual basis 
rather than a fixed age for all employees; if a fixed 
age is necessary, more than one-quarter thought it 
should be 69 years or over. The commonest reasons 
given for not wanting to retire included enjoyment 
of the job, the feeling that in retirement they would 
be unable to make a worthwhile contribution to life, 
and the belief that income would be inadequate; 13 
per cent felt that compulsory retirement at 65 would 
bring serious financial difficulties. 

Only 23 per cent of the group interviewed did 
not want to continue working beyond age 65. Rea¬ 
sons for wanting to retire included the desire to have 
time for travel or hobbies or voluntary work while 
in good health, the desire to give younger employees 
a chance for promotion; some felt an inability to 
keep up, mentally or physically, to new working 
methods and modern working speed. 

It is quite probable that, as it approaches, retire¬ 
ment loses its charms for a great many older workers. 
Paradoxically, today’s younger workers seem to con¬ 
sider a retirement plan as an essential condition of 
employment. Age is a poor gauge of a worker’s cap¬ 
abilities, but pension plans have to be administered on 
a universal basis and must be quite rigid with respect 
to retirement age. Meanwhile, because of advances in 
medical science, people are living longer and in better 
health. 

On the financial side, even with the great ad¬ 
vances in workers’ earnings, providing for a comfort¬ 
able old age is not easy. Taxes take a big bite out of 
everyone’s income, an inflation steadily reduces the 
value of savings. Thrift seems to have gone out of 
fashion, perhaps largely because of the illusion that 
government can care for all future needs. But only 
the individual can provide for a useful and secure 
old age.

Seat belts are mandatory foi all 
privately-owned vehicles of Royal 
Canadian Air Force personnel in 
the air division in Europe. Air 
Vice Marshal D.A.E. Bradshaw, 
air officer commanding 1 Air Div¬ 
ision with headquarters at Metz, 
France, found the seat belt was 
“the most effective single item of 
protective equipment available to 
reduce the toll of traffic, injuries 
and deaths." AVM Bradshaw added 
that a large percentage of drivers 
and passengers failed to use the 
protective device.

in 1962 and good crops in 1963 
and 1964, we now have about 
100,000,000 bushels. This is about 
enough to supply our domestic and 
foreign markets for four years. 

In Alberta, the recommended 
durum varieties are Stewart, Ste¬ 
wart 63, and Ramsey. The three 
varieties are similar in yielding 
ability. Ramsey ripens abrtut one 
day earlier and is slightly shorter 
than the other two varieties. Ram¬ 
sey is more resistant to rust than 
Stewart. Stewart 63 is superior to 
Stewart in stem and leaf rust re¬ 
sistance but otherwise is essentially 
the same. All three varieties 
possess macaroni characteristics 
and are eligible for top grades. 

Golden Ball is not a recommend¬ 
ed variety. It is ineligible for 
grades above Extra No. 4 CW 
Amber Durum because of its in¬ 
ferior macaroni quality. 

As durum wheats are later in 
maturing than bread wheats, 
durum production should bo limit¬ 
ed to the southern portion of the 
province where early fall frost is 
not a problem. 

Although the present durum out¬ 
look is not favorable, the picture 
•could change quickly if another 
world durum shortage should de¬ 
velop. In the meantime, however, 
growers are advised to use caution 
when planning their durum acre¬ 
ages for 1965.

D. D. McQueen, county secre¬ 
tary-treasurer, reported that the 
total cost of the new vocational 
wing was $693,000.
